the finds of Men. But the clear Refolurion of 
the Queftion depends upon the'e Grounds and 
which are ditcover'd us by Divine 
Re elation in the Serictures, coccerning. the 
Re fons of Ged’s cowards wicked Men, 
and the N.cure and End of Svferings w.th 
which goo! Men are exercifed. Notwih{and- 
ing, even the Patoiophers themfelv:s, have the 
Light of narwal Reafon givea a very good Ac- 
coune of Matrer. Why in che firit Place, 
God in his wife Providence, fometimes fufers 


the worft of Men to go on in Impurity, is 


fatisfactorily accounted for by theicdowing 
fons. 1. God forkears Wiesed Men ‘to propofe 
to their {miatien the Examp'e cf his Goodnets, 
and to teach rhem not to revenge their Lojaries 
too greedily on each otner, For it Offences are 
apgravated in Propertion ro the Digaicy oi the 
Perfan, againtt whom they cre committed, no 
Injuries of one Man towarus anotuer can be fo 


great, as thole Adfonts Men put upen God, by 


by their continual Provocations of him: And if 
God thea be of fo infinite. Pactence, as_.co_for- 
bear {uch as have offended tiin, whar Juftice and 
Reafon is there, bue thar Men fhon'd exercife 
more Lenity and Patiesce rovards each other. 
24. He torbears to Punifh wicked Men. that they 
may have Time to become betrer. 3. He {pares 
fome from Penifiment to make them Inftruments 
of his Juftice, in Punifhing others, Fox in this, 
Divine Juftice hach been remarkabie in a Mul. 


nitude of Inftances, which every ones reading or 


Obfervation may afford him. 4. There are no 


fewer Inftances to prove alfu, cher God {pares 


wicked Men a while, that his Providerce may 
be more remarkably cbferved in their Punifh- 


Ment afterwards. 5. Bur the higheft Vindica- 


tion of Divine Providerce, to :be Pretent Im- 
punity of wicked Men :n the World, is taken 
from the certain Profpect cf a Judgment to 
come, God referves them for a fair and open 
Tiyal, for the greater Vindication of his Hone 
our, and Manifeftation of his Jaftice to the 
World. The other Pare of the Quettion, which 
concerns the Sufferings of Good Men, is ‘noc of 
fo great Difficuliy, becaufe there arenone {» good, 
as not to bave a mixture of Evil in them: And 
as they have a mixture of Evil, fo chey have but 


a mixture of Punifhment: for none lye under 


fo great Miferies hcre, bur withal they have {ome 


fhare in the Comforts of this L:fe. Befides, 
God brings them up as Children, under thar 

Difcipline for their fature Berefi:. If to thet 
Things we bad Time to,add, the Word of 
God dilicovers concerning the Nature, Grounds, 


and Ends of Affi:ctions, and that Giory which 


fhall be revealed, in compariton with which, 


thefe ight and momentary Afflictions are not 


at all ro be valued; we fhould then have a 
tull and clear Vindication of Divine Providence, 
as tothe Sufferings of good Men, as well as to 
the Impunity of fuch as are wicked. 


Q. How came tie Hiftory of the firft Ages of the 

trld to be fo Corrupted among tie Heathens, thas 
we find bur very few, and thof2 obfcure, sf any 
remains of it in their Writers ? 


A. The general Caufe of it were undoubted- 
ly. 1. The gradual Decay of Knowledg, and 
increafe of Barbariry in the Wor!d, cccafioned 


by the want of cercain Records to preferve rhe 


Ancient Biiftory of the World in, For in the 
Decay 
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Decay of there mult needs be a greasy 
Alre:ation of the Memory cf former Times, which 
hath then nothing to preferve ir, but the uncer- 
rain Kepor: of Fame, alters and dilguiles 
Things according to, thé Humours, Inclinations 
and judgments of thofe, whole it pafies 
through, 2. The gradual increale © Idolatry in 
the World, which began foon after the Dilperti- 
on of Nations : For as foon as it entred, all the 
Ancient Tradition was made Subfesvient or- 
der to that end; and thofe Perfons whofe Me- 
morics were preferved in feveral Nations, by De- 

es came. to be. worfhipped winder Divérfity of 


Names; and fuch Things. were afnexeds to the 


former Traditions, as wou'd tend moft to Ad- 
vance the greateft Superftition inthe World. 3. 
The Confufion of Languag:s at Babe/, was one 
great Reafon of corrupting the Ancient Tradit- 
on of the World. For.in fo great and {icden 
a variety of Languag:s, it cannot be conceived, 
bur fuch Things, which might be  preferved 
in fome uniform manner, had all Nations usd the 
fame Language, wou'd thro’ the Diverfity ot Tong- 
wesbe ftrangely alter’d and difguis'd.’ 4. The Fa- 
buloufce(s of the Poets: For thefe made ic their 


Defign co difguife all there Ancient Stories un- 


der Fables, in which they were fo loft, that they 
never afterwards coud recover them. For the 
Elder Poets of G-eece, being Menof greater Learn- 
ing than the People generally were of, and be- 
ing Converfant in Egypt and other Parts, did 
bring innew Reports of the Ancient Limes, whiclt 
they received trom. the Nations they went wo; 
and by mixing their own Traditions and others 
ogether, they muft neceffarily make a ftrange 
Sunfafion of Things, as we accordingly find in 
their Mythology.
